Had a bullet been found in the body Lally 
would have gone direct from the grave and 
arrested the man whom the bullet theory 
placed under suspicion. 

The determination to disinter Chow's 
body was arrived at several daye ago, and 
preparations were made Thursday to do the 
work early Friday morning in order to 
avoid observation by funeral parties. 

Chief Campbell requested the Coroner’s 
office to attend to it. The chief drove out 
to the Wesleyan Cemetery, where the body 
is buriedg with Dr. Neville. Drs. Wolfort

said city, by reason of said defendants, 
their agents, servants and attorneys, cor- 
ruptly bribing and paying the City Alder- 
men, Councilmen and members of the Munl- 
cipal Assembly, large sums of money or 
promising to pay the Aldermen, Council- 
men and members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly of the said City of St. Louis etocks, 
bonds, privileges or large sums of money 
to vote for said pretended franchise and 
ordinance; that by reason of said franchise 
and ordinance being granted by the fraud 
and corruption aforesaid, satd ordinance 
and franchise are null and void and should 
be held for naught and declared null and 
vold by the court.’’ 

It is also alleged that the residents and 
property owners along Hamilton avenue are 
oppoeed to the extension and believe that 
their property wil be permanently injured 
by the extension. 

Sterling P. Bond is attorney for the plain- 
tiffs. The petition was assigned to Judge 
Zachritz and he will hear argument some- 
time Friday afternoon for a temporary re- 
straining order. Judge Priest, for the de- 
fendants, said he would like to thave the 
case disposed of as eoon as possible as his 
client was anxious to push improvements.

been shed. 

Transvaal troops attacked and destroyed 
an armored train on the Cape to Cairo 
Railway, between Mafeking and Vry- 
burg. 

The Boers, in considerable force, had 
planted artillery in a position command- 
ing a curve of the railway, and after the 
train had been derailed they turned their 
guns on the cars, killing 15 of the Brit- 
ish soldiers who were doing duty as train 
guards. / 

It was at first believed that the train 
destroyed by the Boers was one carry- 
ing 300 refugees, wamen and children, 
from Mafeking to Kimberley. 

But the dispatch from Vryburg says 
that train passed through on the way to 
Kimberley to-day. 

The train destroyed was most likely a 
military train, with troops on board as 
guards. All armored trains consist of an 
engine and four cars, with a searchlight, 
loopholes for Gatlings and quick-firing 
guns and a tower for observation, all cov- 
ered with heavy iron plates. 


The situation of Col. Baden Powell's 
force, which is less than 1500, at Mafe- 
king is now rendered desperate. The 
Boers hold the railway, both north and 
south of Mafeking. 

A large force of Boers uder Gen. 
Cronje are encamiped noz far away. It 
is expected that they will shell the town. 
All the streets in Mafeking are barri- 
code'. Defensive outworks have been 
raised and mines have beea placed in 
every direction. 

Kimberly is about in the same position 
tion as Mafeking. 

Before Kimberley, the Orange Free 
State troops have moved three miles 
nearer, 3500 strong, with four field guns.

ENGLAND KNOWS WAR IS ON 


The Killing of British Soldiers Shows 
That the Boers Are in Grim 
Earnest. 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—The announcement 
that the Boers had destroyed an armored 
train on the western border of the. Trans- 
vaal is calculated to bring home to “the 
man in the street” the realities of war. 
Attempts are made to liken the occurrence 
to the blowing up of the United States 
Battleship Maine in Havana harbor, but 
that event occurred in times of peace. 
The Boers were, doubtiess, within their 
rights ag belligerents if they are responsi- 
ble for the destruction of the train. 

Taken in conjunction with. the earlier an- 
nouncement from Vryburg that 2000 Boers 
were holding the line, it can only be in- 
ferred that the train was either destroyed 
by artillery or blown up by dynamite or 
some other powerful explosive. 

The gravity of the Boer advance can be 
better estimated when it is realized that 
they will thereby cut railway and tele- 
graphic communication to the north, iso- 
lating several] British positions which must 
be speedily relleved. 

Despite the optimistic reporte of the abil- 
ity of Mafeking to repel attacks, the great- 
est anxiety prevails here rpgarding the situ- 
ation there, as it is known that the re- 
doubtable commandant, Cronje, who cap- 
tured the Jameson raiders, has the strong-

The most important testimony given to- 
day was that of Squire Dodge of Wichita, 
Kan., before whom Jester was arraigned in 
Kangas in 1871. He has the transcript of 
the original and only statement made by’ 
Jester as to what became of Gilbert Gates, 


which is as follows: 

“Gilbert Gates left me two miles north of 
the Missouri River, near Boonville, and 
said that he was going to his home in IIlll- 
noise, I had bought his team for $325 the 
day before and had asked him to remain 
with me two days and offering him half 
the proceeds from showing the buffalo calf. 
He said he had received a letter from his 
father urging him to sell the team and come 
home.” 

Jester, however, does not state how he 
came into possession of Gates’ watch and 
clothing. It now looks as if the preiimi- 
nary will be the real trial, as the State is 
anxious to get the testimony of all the aged 
witnesses, for fear they may die before the 
trial proper. Most of the witnesses yester- 
day were trembling octogenarians. 

Many witnesses identified Jester. He has 
changed expression but once du¥ing the 
proceedings.

JEU CHOW MURDERED | 
WITH A HORSESHOE.

were probably close to the solution of the 
most mysterious murder mystery in the po- 
lice records. 

Lally, who has worked on the case since 
it became a case and followed faithfully 
every scrap of evidence to a conclusion, ) 
probably took a deeper personal interest 
than the others, The Jeu Chow case keeps 
him awake o’ nights. To solve the mystery 
is his greatest present ambition. 

The grave diggers lifted the lid of the 
casket. .What remained of poor Chow, in- 
nocent Celestial, murdered in a foreign 
land, was disclosed.

Time had worn the skull almost clean. 
The great hole, with jagged edges, showed 
Plainly. It was nearly circular and almost 
two inches in diameter. There were sev- 
eral indentations in the skull besides the 
hole. There was no other puncture. 

Following the theory that a bullet might 
have been fired into the head and the mark 
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of its entrance obliterated by the blows 
that made the hole, a painstaking examina- 
tion was made for a bullet or trace of it in 
every other portion of the anatomy. No 
trace was found. 

There was no bullet in the body and no 
bullet wound. : 

Detective Lally had the horseshoe with 
him, The shoe and the hole and the in- 
compared. Dr. 
Drechsler stated positively that Chow was 
beaten to death with the horseshoe and 
that he was not shot. The other physicians 
concurred. Chief Campbell and Detective 
Lally were satisfied from their own ob- 
servations that such was the case. It 
should be stated in this connection that no 
positive belief had ever been entertained 
that Chow was shot. There was only a 
possibility of such being the case. 

The examination simply disposed of this 
phase of a theory and removes it from the 
field of investigation. 

Chow was put back in his casket, lowered 
into the grave and left to lie in peace with 
his rice bowl, his opium pot, hie chopsticks 
and the candles above him, there to remain 
until his kinsman shall send his bones 
back to the land whence he came. 

Detectives Lally and Harrington will con- 
tinue at work on the mystery. Each of 
them declares that while they may not be 
nearer a geolution than they were Thurs- 
day success is inevitable. 


THEORIES OF A.STRANGE CRIME. 


Facts Developed During and Subse- 

. quent to the Inquest. 

The Jue Chow murder has been regarded 
as the most mysterious crime in the his- 
tory of St. Louis. 

There was no apparent motive for the 
murder. No reasonable explanation can 


be offered as to how and why this inoffen- 
Sive Chinese was killed or how and why 
his body was hidden in the out of the way 
place where it was found, except one—the 
theory on which Detectives Lally and Har- 
rington have worked exclusively ever since 
they arrived at the conclusion, some time 
after the discovery of the body, that no 
other theory was tenable. 

This theory was that Jue Chow was shat 
and beaten to death by persons familiar 
with the premises where his body was 
found and stored away under the oil tank 
by men who had access to the yards of the 
oil company, and to whom the gates that 
locked the public out after 6:3 p. m. were 
open. 

This theory was disbelieved by almost 
every person to whom it was advanced. 
The Coroner dispelled the theory by show- 
ing—through a post-moterm examination— 
that Jue Chow came to his death from a 
skull fracture made with a blunt instru- 
ment, and not from a bullet. 

This theory being knocked sky high by 
the Corner, none remained that would 
withstand a common sense review of the 
known facts. 

It should be stated that 
Messrs. Lally and Harrington was 
the murder was not premeditated; 
Chow was beaten to death after he 
been accidentally shot. 


Chow was ai celestial in § financial 

Straits. He was 43 years old. He lived in 
St. Louis a number of years ago and dur- 
ing the period of his first residence here 
he conducted a restaugant on Walnut 
street. He failed in business and left the 
city. He tried and failed in restaurant and 
laundry ventures in southern cities and re. 
turned to St. Louis in November, 1898 He 
was in poor health and unable to work 
steadily. He made his home*with various 
members of the Jue family. During a 
verlod of several weeks prior to his death 

e lived at the laundry of Jue Poe, 1453 
O'Fallon street. 

He was last seen alive March 27 in the 
block on Market street between Seventh 
and Eighth streets. Lee Wah had a short 
conversation with Chow at that time on 
a commonplace topic. It Was, as near as 
Lee remembered, in the middle of the day. 

Chow's body was discovered under a 
gasoline tank in the yards of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., on Gratiot street, between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, at 10:30 
a. m., April 5. The discovery was acci- 
dental. It was made by a boy who peered 
under the tank in search of a lost marble 

The body lay in one of the two passage 
Ways that run through the tank’s foun- 
dation of masonry. The ende of the pass- 
ageway are screened from the outside by 
a peculiar construction of the foundation 
on one end and a wooden platform on the 
other end. To obtain a view of the interior 
of the passageway one must crawl eround 
an angle formed by the foundation at one 
end and the platform on the other. The 
passageway is about 30 inches wide and 36 
inches high. Only the end where the piat- 
form is has an opening large enough to ad- 
mit the passage of the body of a man. 
And to get in this way one must craw! 
under the -latform a distance of five feet, 
turn the eharp corner and enter the pass- 
age way proper. 

Chow’s body lay at full There 
was a hat near the body. 

This much the boy saw and those he 
summoned saw the same. Now, unfortun- 
ately, the uninformed members of the Po- 
lice Department, who went under the tank 
and removed the body, did not make olose 
goservation of the conditions that existed 
They found a blood-stained handkerchief.

As soon as the body had been removed 
dozens of persons crawled into the passage- 
way. The tread of the curious ob,iterated 
whatever clue might have been left by the 
feet of the man or men who placed Chow’e 
body In the safe sepulchre. 

Detectives Lally and Harrington called in 
to their chief by telephone at about 2:30 
Pp. m. on the day the body was discovered 
and were assigned to ‘take the cafe.’’ 
That ia, they were ordered to arrest |the 
murderer or murderers of Jue Chow. | 

The detect'ves made a minute examina- 
tion of the passageway. As haa been aaid, 
nothing could he learned from the foot 
prints. There were marks of blood on’ the 
Walls of the passageway, but it could not 
be determined whether these had been made 
in carrying Chow into the hiding p.ace-or 
out of it. The detectives learned of the 
horseshoe and secured it. 

It is situated near 
Gratiot street, about 10 feet from the 
fence, and about 15 feet from the frame of- 
fice building in the yard,

RKe- 
membering that the tank is but 15 feet 
from the office and that the watohman en- 
tered the office every 15 mimutes, the per- 
sons whe hid the body must have worked 
exceedingly fast and well to avoid detection 
by the watchman. 

That was difficult enough, but the fence! 
How was the body gotten over or under the 
fence? 

The gates were locked, the fence was 
nine feet high and the only hole under the 
fence was beneath the gate—nine inches 
that hole was. These facts would seem to 
render it an impossibility to drag the body 
under or hoist it over, and store it away. 
all within 15 minutes, the grace allowed 
the murderers by the automatic register for 
the watchman. 

Obviously the man could not have been 
murdered inside the yard without the 
watchman’s knowledge.

Dr. Wolfrot of the Coroner's office, who 
made the post-mortem examination. ex- 
pressed the opinion that one of the wounds 
was probably made with the blunt end of 

hatehet and the cuts were made with 
the biade of the same Instrument. 

Lally and Harrington learned that a shot 
was fired on the night of April 3 in the 
vicinity of the oil tank. Dr. Wolfort said 
there was no bullet wound in the body. 

But Lally and Harrington arrested Night- 
watchman Fred Ficker of the Waters- 
Pierce O11 Co. and took him before Chief 
Desmond Ficker was released. 

He testified at the Coroner's Inquest that 
he fired a shot from his pistol on the night 
of April 3. He said he shot at a dog and, 
missing the dog, struck a gate—one of the 
gates mentioned. 

Henry Mattern. a fireman at 
Works, who was at work on the night 
the shot was fired, said he saw the shot 
fired and that the shot struck the dog. 
This was simply a contradiction. 

The detectives sifted every fact and ev- 
ery bit of circumstantial evidence and ar- 
rived at the conclusion that one of the 
previously acepted facts was wrong. They 
became convinced that there might be a 
bullet in the body of Jue Chow. 

If that were true al] the mystery would 
dissolve and the identity of the murder- 
ers would be known. A second examina- 
tion of the body was ordered.

Robbers Bound Watchman in 
a “Gunny” Sack. 


THEY SECURED $3500 IN CASH. 


SHERIFF’S ARMED POSSES NOW 
SCOURING VERNON COUNTY. 


Night Guard at the Bank, Imprisoned 
in the Sack, Was Kept Near the 
Burglars While They Opened 
the Safe.

NEVADA, Mo., Oct. 13.—The Farmers’ 

sank of Schnell City, this county, was 
robbed of $3500 in cash at 1 o’clock this 
morning. 

The night watchman’s head was bound in 
@ sack and he was guarded while the safe 
Was opened with dynamite. 

Posses are scouring the county to-day for 
the burglars. 

N:gnt Watchman Thomas Harvey states 
that he was sitting in front of the bank 
when the robbers arrived. He remembers 
seeing two, but thinks there*were more. 

Hie says he was about to enter the build- 
ing when two men turned the corner below 
the bank. Oue man was much smaller than 
the other and carried a package under his 
arm. The tall man was 10 feet behind the 
other, walking as strangers. 

Harvey thought he would wait until they 
passed, as he d:d not recognize them as 
townemen. As the short man with the 
bundle approached, something in his man- 
ner sent a thrill through the watchman. He 
jumped to his feet. But he was not quick 
enough. Dexterously the little man threw 
a “gunny’ sack over Harvey's thhead and 
yanked it down over his arms. 

“G.mme that rope, Bob,”’ he heard a voice 
Say, and a heavy cord was wrapped around 

is body. He was then picked up by two 
men and carried into the bank. 

There he was placed in a chair in the far 
corner of the office. With his feet Harvey 
could tell the wail was in front of him. 

‘Where's Jim?’’ Harvey heard a voice 
ask. It was deep and guttural ,and the 
watchman assigned it to the tall one. 

“Oh, they'll be here,”’ carelessly answered 
the voice Harvey had heard on the street. 
You just Watch this sucker, Bob, an’ if he 
squeals plug him.’’ 

There was a shuffling of feet toward the 
door, and for 10 minutes the watchman was 
alone with the robber. There was more 
shuffling of feet at the door and Harvey 
cannot say whether three or four men came 
in. 

The little man had said ‘‘they’ll be here,”’ 
eo the watchman is convinced there were 
two at least to return with the leader. 
There was no more talking. Harvey could 
see there was a light in the room, but 
could distinguish nothing more than sha- 
dows through the sack. 

He heard the drilling on the tron door 

the vault, and then he was rudely 

stled some distance fram where he sat. 
There was a dull roar and the watchman 
felt the building shake. 

‘“‘How is it?’’ queried Harvey’s guard. 
“She took all right,”’ answered a voice. 
Ten minutes later the guard was com- 
manded to “cqme on,’’ and shoving Harvey 
into the bank,!closed the door and left. The 
watchman was found in the sack this 
morning. 

A hasty examination of the papers. in 
othe vault has not disclosed that anything 
' cash*is missing: The bank officials ad- 
mit their loss is $3500, but say that this is 
covered by insurance.

Police’s New Tack on New 
York’s Murder Mystery. 


SHE HAD PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


EXPERTS DECLARE DEAD WOMAN 
ONCE HAD PLEURISY. 


Officers Conducting the Search Say 
That There Have Been No Arrests 
and No Clews That Yielded 
Information. 


—— 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The police are 
leaving nothing undone in their efforts to 
unravel the Seventeenth street woman mur- 
der mystery. 

Diligent search is now being made for 
Mrs. Gertrude Billings, the missing wife 
of George Billings, a saloonkeeper, although 
Mrs. Billing’s parents said they were sure 
their daughter was alive and well. The 
woman murdered had suffered from pleur- 
isy and it has been discovered that Mrs. 
Billings had an attack of pleuro-pneumonia 
about a year ago. 

Police Capts, Schmitberger and Price 
worked all last night on the Séventeenth 
street woman murder mystery, but they re-

DEPEW ORATOR OF THE DAY. 


When the Admiral Spread the Mortar 
He Said “It Is According 
to My Wish.” 


NORTHFIELD, Vt,,. Oct. 13.—Admiral 
Dewey to-day laid th¢cornerstone of Dewey 
Hall, whieh {s to be & part of Norwich 
University, the institution in which the Ad- 
miral received his earliest military train- 
ing. 

Admiral Dewey was escorted from his 
train to the University by the Norwich 
University Cadets, and the First Regiment 
of Vermont National Guards. 

Admiral Dewey spread the mortar, and 
as the cornerstone was lowered, said: 

“IT now declare this stone duly and truly 
laid, and according to my wish.” : 

Senator-elect Chauncey M. Depew of New 
York, delivered the address of the day. 

At the cotclusion of Mr. Depew’s address 
Admiral Dewey held a reception for a short 
time. He left this afternoon for Boston, 
where a public reception will be held.

WHAT DEWEY’S SWORD COST. 

Only $3000 of the $10,000 Voted Was 
Spent on the Admiral. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Admiral Dew- 
ey’s sword, voted him by Congress, did not 
cost $10,000 as popularly supposed. 

Congress appropriated $10,000 for the pur- 
chase of a eword for Dewey and bronze 
medals to be given to every man _ who 
served in Dewey's fleet at the battle of Ma- 
nila Bay. The amount expended by the 
Navy Department on the Dewey sword was 
$3000. The other §7000 went to pay for the 
bronze medals. These meda!s were designed 
by French, the eminent American sculptor, 
and are very handsome. The total number 
struck, on which the Secretary of the Navy 
has received returns from the Bureau of 
Navigation, which had the matter in 
charge, was 1823: It is understood that a 
few additional medals, not yet accounted 
for by the Bureau of Navigation, have been 
ordered. It will be seen that the cost of 
these medals was about $3.75 apiece. 

The New York firm which designed and 
made the Dewey sword claims to have lost 
money on it.. Some of the lesser heroes of 
the recent war have received handsomer 
and more costly ewords than that voted Ad- 
miral Dewey 4 Congress, but the honor 
that attaches to his sword makes it Iin- 
valuable in the sight of the Admiral.

SCHNEIDER WAS AUSTRIA’S REP- 
RESENTATIVE AT PARIS. 


Cuignet, a French Officer, Denounced 
the Colonel as a Liar During 
the Proceedings of the Court- 
Martial at Rennes. 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—A dispatch from Paris 
says that a representative of the Intran- 
sigeant, M. Rochefort’s paper, asserts that, 
while seeing a friend off on the Orient Ex- 
press last evening, he observed Col. Schnei- 
der, former military attache of the Austro- 
Hungarian Embassy in Paris, being carried 
to the train, accompanied by physicians 
and with blood flowing from a wound in 
his side. 

Mr. Schneider had recently returned from 
Switzerland, when, it is said, he fought a 
duel with (Capt. Culgnet on account of his 
evidence regarding Schneider before the 
Rennes court-martial. 

Capt. Cuignet in the course of his evi- 
dence at Rennes during the second trial 
of Dreyfus, referred to a dispatch of Col. 
Schneider, denouncing as a forgery a letter 
purporting to have been written by him, 
in which he was represented as alluding 
to efforts made by the German and Italian 
military attaches to conceal their relations 
with Dreyfus. his allegation of forgery, 
Capt. Cuignet ridiculed, declaring that if 
Col. Schneider persisted in his attitude, 


the French General Staff was in a position 
to prove beyond dispute the authenticity of 
the letter which Schneider had repudiated. 
He then added: 

‘The author of the letter is, I know, of 
a very inferior position as compared with 
rhis friends (Schwartzkoppen and Paniz- 
zardi). Perhaps he cannot do otherwise 
than deny this. But he must know that 
his letter is not the only one of his com- 
munications now in our hands.”

ARRIVAL OF MISSIONARIES TO 
SPREAD THE GOSPEL. 


SPEECHES ON THE STREETS. 


House to House Canvass, the Dissem- 
ination of Tracts and Other Work 
to Be Done Here, 


Twenty-four Mormon missionaries ar- 
rived in St. Louis Thursday night and at 
once prepared plans for an active winter's 
campaign. 

The “laborers,” as they are designated, 
come to this city from other fields of 
work, most of them having been prose- 


lyting in Southern Illinois and the adjacent 
territory. They are under the direction of 
Klder Peter James Sanders, who has been 
in charge of similar work in Chicago. 
Heretofore there have been but three or 
four missionaries in St. Louls. Concludin 
that the city would prove a prolific field, 
the church, according to Elder Sanders, 
issued orders to make it a rendezvous of 
the near-by workers, who are to devote 
their entire attention to St. Louis alone 
until further notice. 

A house-to-house canvass has been be- 
gun by the elders, who visit two together. 
When the opportunity permits they speak 
to those with whom they come in contact, 
otherwise they lecve tracts. Public meet- 
ings will also be held on the streets and 
later a hall will be engaged and regular 
— given. 

e present headquarters of the band is 
at 1502 Washington avenue. Here the 
elders were gathered Friday morning, re- 
ceiving final instructions praparatory to 
beginning the day’s work. The men are 
Stalwart specimens of what the Westerner 
is commonly supposed to be, neatly dressed 
in ordinary street clothes and all of rather 
more than average intelligence. All avoca.- 
tions of life are to be found among them, 
which they follow when not engaged on 
religious duties. They are not especially 
prepared for this work, so Elder Sanders 
explained, but are selected for mission work 

President Snow and asigned to duty in 
every portion of the world. 

Their usual term of duty lasts two years, 
when they are relieved and others take 
their places. ‘While on such work they 
must be self-supporting. This does not 
mean they are allowed to work at wage- 
earning labor or to solicit subscriptions. 
Both are prohibited: the first because they 
are supposed to devote their whole energy 
to their proselyting,. and the second be- 
cause it Is not countenanced by the church, 
Out of the savings they have amassed by 
their daily pursuits, previous to their as- 
signments, they must sustain themselves 
and their families who are left at home. 

Elder P. J. Sanders, in speaking of the 
work to the Post-Dispatch, said: “ t seems 
to be the existing impression that a Mor- 
mon is a monster, a thing to be abhorred 
whose very touch is contamination. He Its 
in nowlse different from his fellow man 
save that perhaps the spirit of relj lon is 
more deeply rooted in his bosom than is 
generally found to be the case. 

‘It is not our intention to force our doc- 
trine upon our hearers. We fully discharge 
the duty imposed upon us by the church 
when we present the Gospel, as we under- 
stand it to them.

DEATH OF MRS. LAURE BOUVIER 
REGRETTED BY MANY. 


A WOMAN OF GREAT CHARM. 


For Fifty Years She Lived and Was 
Loved and Honored in 
St. Louis. 


The death of Mys. Laure Bouvier Thurs- 
day afternoon closed a most remarkable 
career. Mrs. Bouvier died at the resi- 
dence of her daughter, Mrs. John C. Ewald, 
at $16 Maryville avenue. 

For half a century she was a favorite 


meinber of French society in St. Louls and 
until three nronths ago an active member 
as weil. Few St. Louis Catholic families 
are better known or more sincerely ioved 
than hers. 

Mrs. Bouvier was 8 years old at the time 
of her death. She was a typical grande 
dame of the old school of French Creole 
type, dignified and cvurteous, delicsously 
feminine, yet quietly forceful, a woman of 
character and poise. 

Mrs. Bouvier came to St. Louis as a 
refugee from perll only to confront one 
more deadly and horrifying, 

She was born and reared in the beautiful 
istand of Guadaloupe, in the West Indies, 
where her father was a wealthy planter 
and slave owner. Mrs. Bouvier married 
early, her husband being of wealth scarcely 
lesa than that of her father. The riches of 
the Bouvier family was swept away by a 
revolution, the outcome of which was the 
emancipation of all the slaves on the island, 
The Bouviers, like many others who had 
opposed the revolution, were forced to flee 
from the West Indies. They came to New 
Orleans and thence by steamboat to St. 
Louis. With the party was also Auguste 
Gibert and his family of six children. The 
Bouviers were Alphonse Bouvier, Mrs. Bou- 
Vier. their five children and Mr. Bouvier’s 
brother. 

On their arrival at St. Louis the 
party of refugees found the entire 
front in. ashes, On mounting the — te 
levee they found great bonfires of pitc 
burning in all of the principal streets They 
were horrified to learn that cholera was 
raging in the city and that the houses 
arong the river front ‘had been burned to 
check its spread, and the pitch fires were 
another of the many disinfectant meas- 
ures used {in vain to stamp out the disease, 

The Bouvier and Gibert families rented a 
house in Walsh’s row, owned by the father 
of Julius 'Walsh, on -Broadway between 
Cerre and Poplar streets. The house ad- 
joined the one in which Eugene Field was 
afterwards born, 

Within three weeks after they moved 
into the house Mr. Gibert and his six chil- 
dren died of cholera. Of the Bouvier fam- 
ily the father, his brother and three of the 
children contracted the lise .se, They ail 
recovered, but - Mr. Bouvier’s mind was: sad- 
ly affected. 

He had been a sugar grower in Guada- 
loupe and he naturally turned ‘to that in- 
dustry here..

THEY DENOUNCED ENGLAND. 


Enthusiastic Speeches by Dr. Preeto- 
Trius, Congressman Clark and 
O’Neill Ryan. 


Whereas, Great Britain has invaded the Trans- 
vaal Republic with armed troops, in violation of 
the rights of the people, and with a view to pro- 
voking hostilities for the purpuse of destroying 
the republic and making the Transvual subject 
to British domination; and 

Whereas, We believe that the English Gov- 
ernment is intluenced in its wicked conduct 


solely by greed for gold and lust for land, re- 
gardiess ef the lives and liberties of the men 
and wemen of the republic; and we further be- 
lieve that the pcople of these United States 
Should, and do, coudemu any attempt at the sub- 
version of a republican form of government in 
any part of the world 

Resolved, That we, citizens of 
States aud Union solemnly protest 
war precipitated by England upon the Boers; 
that we denounce it as the capital political 
crime againet the civilization and Christianity 
of ‘these closing years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury; that we call upon our countryment every- 
where throughout this Union to give expression 
to thelr indignatioa, that England may know 
the consensus of American public opinion is 
aguiust her and with the South African Kepublic. 

Resolve further, That we send hearty greet- 
ing to Paul Kruger and the Dutch patriots, and 
luvoke the blessing of God upon their efforts in 
defense of their native land. 

Resolved further, That the attitude of Great 
Britain tn this affair makes clear her hostility to 
republics, and moekes it evident that her pre- 
tended friendship for this nation was but in- 
tended to secure our silence while she tobbed the 
Dutch, and gives additional force to the reasens 
why there should be no political alliance in furm 
or substance between this country and Great 
Britain. There can be no union between the eagle 
and the vulture.

These are the resolutions adopted by the 
citizens’ mass meeting at the Fourteenth 
Street Theater Thursday night. 

The meeting was ali that its promoters 
desired. The attendante was large and the 
audience idemonstrative in their enthusi- 
asm. Deafening applause greeted every 
speaker and the bitter arraignments of 
England's policy in the Transvaal were 
given hearty cheers. 

There could be no doubt of the sentiment 
of the crowd. They had come together 
to strike a blow in the moral support of 
the Boer Republic and the Orange Free 
State:in their war with England and they 
went about it with vigor. 

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Irish Nationalists. Dr. homas 
O’Rielly presided. On the platform with 
him were seated the speakers of the even- 
ing and other prominent citizens. All the 
seats on the lower floors were taken and 
the balcony and gallery were comfortably 
filled. 

Dr. O’Rielly was introduced by Jeremiah 
Sheehan. His remarks were confined to a 
statement of the purpose of the mesting. 
He announced Dr. Preetorius as the first 
s>eaker. 

Dr. Preetorius said all liberty-loving peo- 
ples should pray that victory should fall 
to the oppressed Boers. He denounced 
England’s Transvaal policy as criminal ag- 
gressiveness and declared she was trying 
to do the same thing in South Africa that 
she tried to do in America many years 
ago. He said he hoped the result would 
be the same. 

“When my kinamen by name and blood, 
said Dr. Pretovious, “established the Af- 
rican city of Pretoria, they did it with the 
same liberty-loving spirit that has charac- 
terized the Preetorius family throughout 
the world, Readers of classics will remem- 
ber there was once a. ‘Preetorian Guard, 
who were the buiwark of the Roman Em- 
peror, but if they were progenitors of mine 
I can say that when their term of service 
expired they refused to re-enlist, and from 
that day until now not one of the family 
has ever ‘been tainted with imperialism. 

O'Neill Ryan was the next speaker. He 
humorously welcomed Dr. Preetorius to 
‘*HHibernian ranks.” He said the press gen- 
erally was not now representing the senti- 
ment of the American people, except in a 
few notable instances, among them the 8t. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. He thought the 
American people were heart and soul with 
the Dutch Republic, as with every people 
everywhere who were engaged in a strug- 
gle for liberty. Mr. Ryan said that Eng- 
land’s course in the Transvaal was with- 
out justice,and was prompted by her lust 
for land and greed for gold. He declared 
that America owed England nothing, as 
she was not our friend in the war with 
Spain until Dewey demonstrated that he 
was greater than Nelson. Then, he said, 
she discovered her opportunity and began 
to shout that we were all of the same 
stock. He declared he believed the blow 
in the Transvaal marked the beginning of 
the disintegration of the British Empire. 

The band played ‘The Wearing of the 
Green,”’ after which Con Maloney read 
the resolutions that were adopted unani- 
mously. 

Congressman Champ Clark of Bowlin 
Green, Mo., was introduced. He declar 
against an alliance with England and said 
his sympathies were with her foes. 

Charles F. Krone, Moses C. Wetmore 
and Harry M. Hill followed with brief 
speeches, after which the meeting ad- 
journed. All the speakers refrained from 
talking polftics. 

The resolutions adopted by the meeting 
will be printed and scattered throughout 
the United States and Ireland as express- 
ing the sentiment of St. Louis. Copies will 
also be sent to President Kruger and his 
Cabinet.

CALEDONIAN PRESIDENCY. 


TO BE HONORARY PRESIDENT. 


The Society’s Upbuilding Under His 
Guidance—Mr. John W. Dick Se- 
lected as His Successor.

“BILL” TIPTON’S BUSY DAY AT 
MADISON, ILL. 


“Law and Order Bill’ Tipton had his day 
at Madison, Ill., Thursday, and, as a result, 
the poolroom there, known to Illinois and 
Missouri gamesters as “Little Monte 
Carlo,”’ is a complete wreck. 

All its windows and doors are broken and 
its paraphernalia has been confiscated. It 


would not look more desolate if a Kansas 
cyclone had struck it. 

The story of how Tipton and 15 deter- 
mined farmers, all specially sworn in as 
deputy constables, raided the place and ar- 
rested the principals and their assistants, 
was told in the late editions of Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch. 

The raid was made at the request of 
many of the leading citizens of Madison 
County, who had decided to make a vigor- 
ous war against gambling in Madison. But 
who would lead the fight? They turned to 
Tipton. He demurred at first on the ground 
that he was a citizen of St. Clair County 
and did not care to interfere in Madison 
County affairs. But he yielded when as- 
sured that the fight on Madison gambling 
concerned his own county as much as Mad- 
ison. He told the delegation who called 
on him to leave the details with him. 

He went to Collinsville Thursday morn- 
ing and procured warrants against the op- 
erators of the poolrooms. Then he selected 
15 men as assistants and had them depu- 
tized. They drove to Madison and quietly 
gained entrance to the operating room. 
When the cashing in of checks began Tip- 
ton gave the signal. The habitues under- 
stood and made a rush to get away. They 
were allowed to go. Only the principais 
were wanted, and, when they were secured, 
the raid was at an end. 

Among the arrests were Louls Cella and 
Sam Adler of St. uis. 

The prisoners were taken to Collinsville. 
where they gave bond and will have a hear- 
ing later. This is the first raid that has 
been made on the Madison gambling house 
since it was established by Cella and Tom 
Walsh five years ago. Madison citizens 
say it marks the end of poolroom opera- 
tlons there.

GEN. MERRITT’S CRITICISM. 


Claims There Is Something. Wrong 
With the Artillery Service. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—~The ‘annual re 
port of Major-General Wesley Merritt, come 
manding the Department of the East, head- 
quarters Governor's Island, N. Y., was 
made public at the United Slates W ar De- 
partment to-day. The report is a etrong 
a@rraignment of the whole situation in the 
artillery branch of the service, being par- 
ticularly directed against the Ordnance 
Bureau, and, inec'dentally, the Quarter- 
master’s Department, the latter for fail- 
ure to furnish what Gen. Merritt con- 
siders proper quarters at artillery posts, 
Gen. Merritt says that the eystem on 
which the artillery is organized is wrong, 
that the artilleryman, who is held responsi- 
ble for the work has to do with the gun, 
has no volce in the making or selection 
of them, this being left entirely to the Ord- 
nance Bureau. But, he adds, that since 
the Engineer Department, in the same Ifn- 
dependent way, furnishes the artilleryman 
with his emplacements and there has been 
no fault to find with this portion of the 
equipment, there must be something more 
than the mere system to blame for the un- 
atisfactory condition of affairs.

This, then, is the size of the insurrection which Gen. Otis 
has been about to crush for the past six months. 

Morevver, an army of 60,000 men, is being recruited to help 
him out. Is it true that one Filipino can whip three Ameri- 
cans, or that three Americans are needed to whip one Filipino? 
This is the logic of the one tribe 1 per cent argument. 

It would be interesting to know just how much of the infor- 
mation we get about the Philippines through official chan- 
nels is misinformation, 


Alger’s friends are furious at this extract from Secretary 
Root’s remarks in Peoria: “I have no fear, no question what- 
ever, that in the days an nights that the Secretary of War 
is giving to seeing to it, the army of the United States is the 
best fcd, best equipped and best armed army the world has 
ever seen.”
